Coseley East Ward councillor Star An- 
derton said chiefs should prepare for bat¬ 
tle over any plans put forward for Coseley.

SENIOR councillors have wel¬ 
comed the prospect of hun¬ 
dreds of new jobs at a Brier- 
ley Hill industrial estate 

The jobs are to be created after 
Dudley Council approved the estate’s 
expansion, which business leaders es¬ 
timate will add millions of pounds to 
the local economy. 

A Local Development Order (LDO) has been 
agreed for Blackbrook Valley Area in Brier ley 
Hill, which will make it easier for new busi¬ 
nesses to move in. 

Councillor Ian Kettle, cabinet member plan¬ 
ning and economic development, said this will 
create 250 jobs in 106 hectares of land. Wel¬ 
coming the plans, he said: “I want to get local 
wages up.” 

Dudley Council deputy leader David Vickers 
said: “I welcome these plans that will create 
new jobs in Dudley. 
This is something that 
is much needed.” 

High quality man- 
ufacturing and office 
jobs will be created on 
Jr the estate. The LDO 
will make it easier for 
businesses to set up 
shop. 

Blackbrook falls in a 
‘regeneration corridor’ 
I earmarked between 
Councillor Ian Kettle Dudley and Brierley 
Hill, which ties to the 
planned Midland Metro line when the network 
links up with Dudley and Brierley Hill. 



Backing 

It forms part of the DY5 Enterprise Zone 
which was set up in Brierley Hill in January 
after backing from the Government. The zone 
will create 7,000 jobs and could generate £589 
million annually for the area’s economy. 

It is situated in around 700,000sq m of land 
at Blackbrook Valley, between Netherton and 
Russells Hall. 

A council report said: “The purpose of this 
Local Development Order is to help deliver 
area based economic growth and regeneration, 
in close proximity to the DY5 Enterprise Zone, 
with a focus on enabling industrial employment 
development through a simplified planning re¬ 
gime.” 

The report said the benefits of the LDO will 
‘avoid unnecessary delays for a developer’.

Bridge tragedy 
victim is named 

A man who died after he is believed to have 
fallen from a bridge over Wolverhampton’s 
ring road has been named locally as Chris 
Brookes, aged 22, from Coseley. 

He was found with serious head injuries 
in a bus lane under the footbridge linking 
bus and train stations in Wolverhampton 
during the early hours of Sunday. He was 
rushed to hospital but died of his injuries.

A FUNERAL service has been held for 
Megan Bills - the ‘vibrant’ and ‘won¬ 
derful’ 17-year-old whose body was 
found in a clingfilm-wrapped wardrobe. 

More than 200 people turned out at St 
James Church in Wollaston on Monday 
to say a final farewell to the hairdresser 
from Stourbridge. 

The ceremony came five months after 
she was discovered dead at a hostel in 
Highgate Road, Brierley Hill. 

Westlife song ‘I’ll See You Again’ 
played out as mourners entered the 
church where Megan’s wicker coffin was 
placed at the front draped in flowers. 


Reverend Nick Kaleniuk began by 
telling how Megan was born in Coventry 
and was brought up by adoptive parents 
Dawn and Martin Bills in Stourbridge 
with her brother James. 

She went to St James Primary School 
in the town. She became a dedicated 
member of the church choir while going 
on to pursue a career as a hairdresser. 

Rev Diana Farmer read out a tribute 
from her family, saying: “She played 
flute beautifully, cooked the best cakes, 
had an amazing talent in her profession 
as a hairdresser, was kind and caring to 
people of all ages and loved animals.” 


“Dawn, Martin and James said what 
a privilege and honour it was to have 
been a part of her life, there were lots of 
adventures along the way,” Rev Farmer 
added. 

The service also heard a tribute from 
Megan’s former foster carer Jenny, who 
said: “She was loved by everyone who 
knew her.” 

Ashley Foster, aged 24, of no fixed 
address, was arrested and charged in 
connection with Megan’s death. He has 
admitted one count of preventing a bur¬ 
ial but denied a charge of murder. He is 
due to stand trial in January. 


Parking fine hotspots 
of borough revealed 


NEARLY 4,000 parking fines 
were handed out in three months 
in Dudley borough this summer. 

More than £82,000 was made from 
penalty notices between July and Sep¬ 
tember as drivers were caught flout¬ 
ing the rules. 

Castle Street in Dudley was revealed as 
the most likely place for motorists to be 
slapped with a ticket - with more handed 
out there than anywhere else during the 
period. From the start of July until the end 
of September, a total of 3,796 fines were is¬ 
sued, bringing in a total of £82,225. 

The figures were released by Dudley 
Council under the Freedom of Information 
Act. 

Bosses warned that those who continued 
to break the rules would be made to pay 
for it - with traffic wardens out in force in 
Castle Street. 

The pedestrian section, which joins Mar¬ 
ket Place, has double-yellow lines but there 
are some bays allowing shoppers to park 
for an hour. 

Hotspot 

The street remains the borough’s park¬ 
ing fine hotspot after it was revealed ear¬ 
lier this year that almost 1,500 were issued 
there in 2016/17 - an average of five a day. 

Councillor Paul Brothwood said: “With 
the introduction of free parking across the 
borough I am hoping there is less chance of 
people getting tickets. 

“We want people in our town centres, 
there is plenty of free parking available. 
As long as people are parking legally, they 
shouldn’t be concerned.” 

He added: “Compared to other councils 
our revenue from parking fines is relatively 
small.” 

Stourbridge High Street, Dudley High 
Street and Wolverhampton Street in Dud¬ 
ley, were next on the list on hotspots where 
motorists were most likely to pick up a fine. 

Drivers who flout restrictions are hit 
with fines of up to £70. However, the 
amount is cut by half if paid within 14 days.

Dancer has

A DANCER has spoken of her pride af¬ 
ter raising more than £5,000 for a can¬ 
cer charity, after her father died from 
the disease. 

Chloe Evans’ latest fundraising event 
raised £1,100 for Bowel Cancer UK, 
where a night of dance and theatre was 
held on her father’s birthday. 

She lost father Wayne to bowel cancer 
in May 2013. He was just 42 and left be¬ 
hind his wife Clare and two daughters, 
Chloe and Natasha. 

Chloe, aged 20 from Sedgley, said: “I 
am so proud, but so thankful to every¬ 
one who has supported me in all my 
fundraising. It is an incredible amount 
to raise and I wouldn’t have achieved it 
without everyone’s kind generosity.” 

She began fundraising one years ago 
and her total for Bowel Cancer UK has 
now reached £5,277.

Her father would have turned 47 last 
Saturday, when the event was held. 
Chloe said: “I like to hold my fundrais¬ 
ing events on special dates.

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Campaign to 
bring old rail 
route back 

GOVERNMENT Transport Secretary 
Chris Grayling is facing calls to reo¬ 
pen a long-disused stretch of railway 
that passes through the heart of the 
Black Country. 

Campaigners have urged Secretary 
of State for Transport Mr Grayling 
to bring back into use a section of 
the Worcester to Derby Main Line 
between Stourbridge and Burton in 
Staffordshire. 

The stretch, which passes through 
Brierley Hill and Dudley, closed in the 
1960s as part of the infamous ‘Beech¬ 
ing’ cuts that shut down 4,500 miles 
of tracks in the UK. 

The move has been backed by West 
Midlands Mayor Andy Street, who de¬ 
scribed it as ‘a long-term aspiration’. 

The Campaign for Better Trans¬ 
port has urged Mr Grayling to set up 
of a fund to pay for the opening of 12 
additional railway lines and stations 
across the country. 

Stephen Joseph, the group’s chief 
executive, said: “We regularly hear 
from local authorities, developers and 
communities with very good proposals 
who have reached a brick wall when it 
comes to funding. 

Damage 

“That’s why we’re asking the 
Transport Secretary to create a new 
Network Development Fund and help 
reverse some of the damage done to 
our railways by Dr Beeching’s hatchet 
job more than 60 years ago.” 

The line between Stourbridge and 
Burton runs for 56km. Freight trains 
run along 26km, but it is completely 
closed to passenger trains. 

Mayor Mr Street said: “Complete 
reopening of that line is a long term 
aspiration and one we endorse en¬ 
tirely. In the shorter term we have 
said we will focus on restoring pas¬ 
senger services using the Metro to 
Brierley Hill and the reopening of the 
Stourbridge to Brierley Hill route. 
Reopening lines gives us a fantastic 
opportunity to reduce congestion and 
drive economic growth.”

Spending on schools dips in borough 


THE amount of cash spent on school funding across 
the Black Country has risen in real terms over the 
past year, new figures reveal, however Dudley has 
failed to follow suit. 

More than half of England’s local authorities 
have suffered budget cuts in 2017-18, according to 
research by the House of Commons library, commis¬ 
sioned by the Lib Dems. 

But the Black Country has bucked the trend, with 
a slight overall rise in real terms spending per pupil 
of 0.33 per cent. 

Wolverhampton saw a real terms increase of 0.67 
per cent, schools in Walsall saw a rise of 0.42 per 
cent, and in Sand well it was 0.33 per cent. How¬ 
ever, there was a slight drop in Dudley of 0.11 per 


cent per pupil. Despite this dip, the new figures have 
been praised by Black Country leaders. 

Walsall North Tory MP Eddie Hughes said: “I’m 
delighted the Lib Dems have highlighted that the 
Conservative Government are spending more on 
education. We are delivering on our manifesto 
promises and it’s refreshing to see the Lib Dems 
promoting the fact the Conservatives are fighting 
for a better education for kids in the borough.” 

But the Lib Dems say the cash boost falls short 
of addressing the disparities in funding across the 
country. The average spending per pupil in the West 
Midlands was £4,499, but in Hackney the amount 
was £6,460. Ian Jenkins, a spokesman for the Lib 
Dems in the Black Country, said: “This money is 


welcome but if you speak to any teacher they will 
tell you that is not enough. 

“How can one child in the Black Country be worth 
two thousand less than a child in Hackney? 

“The Government cannot throw a few pounds 
about and wave a magic wand, we need real and 
sustained help.” 

In July, Education Secretary Justine Greening 
announced £1.3 billion in extra funding for schools 
over the next two years. 

The Department for Education (DfE) figures on 
planned local authority spending on schools for 
2017-18 were used in the analysis, with the Treas¬ 
ury’s 2017-18 inflation rate of 1.63 per cent applied 
to calculate the changes in real terms. 


Motorist found guilty 
of hit-and-run murder 




A MOTORIST who mowed down a 
man in cold blood and left him to die 
has been found guilty of murder. 

Nidal Alboraiki drove his Vauxhall Cor- 
sa at a group of four friends in the late 
night incident after an unexplained ex¬ 
change. 

After first missing the group, Alboraiki 
turned his car around and accelerated again, 
striking 36-year-old Benjamin Morse from be¬ 
hind and catapulting him onto his windscreen. 
The victim, an Arsenal fan, suffered a cata¬ 
strophic brain injury and 
later died. 

Alboraiki drove off and 
abandoned the Corsa. But 
police tracked down the 
21-year-old and he was 
arrested at his family’s 
home in Foxhunt Road, 
Halesowen. 

On Monday a jury at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court found him guilty 
of murder and seeking to 
pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice. He was due to be sentenced. 

Alboraiki’s 19-year-old brother, Ahmed, was 
found guilty of seeking to pervert the course of 
justice. He disposed of a mobile phone handed 
to him by his brother. He was sentenced to 12 
months in prison and a further two months for 
an unrelated matter of possession of cannabis. 

Judge James Burbidge QC, said: “It is ex¬ 
tremely likely that the phone would have as¬ 
sisted the police in the fact that Nidal Alboraiki 
was driving the car, which he was not prepared 
to admit at an early stage. 

Mr Morse, of Yewtree Road, Halesowen, was 
murdered in Beach Street, Halesowen, on May 
1. He and his friends had just been dropped off 
by a taxi in Bloomfield Street North when they 
encountered Alboraiki. 

The jury took five hours and 49 minutes to 
reach unanimous verdicts. 

Ruth Morse, Ben’s sister, said: “Ben had a 
wide circle of friends and the whole community 
has suffered from his loss.”

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Winter vomiting 
bug closes ward 

A ward at Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley was closed for more than a 
week following a norovirus outbreak, 
it has emerged. 

Patients were struck down with the 
winter vomiting bug, resulting in one 
of the wards closing on October 19. 

Dudley Group NHS Trust chief ex¬ 
ecutive Diane Wake said there were 
two new norovirus cases last Thurs¬ 
day with five other patients showing 
signs. 

Families have been advised to keep 
visits to a minimum in a bid to stop 
the bug from spreading. Ms Wake 
said: “The virus was identified quickly 
and contained.” 

Metal bin stolen 
from hospital 

A metal waste container was stolen 
from Russells Hall Hospital, prompt¬ 
ing a police investigation. 

The container held mixed paper 
waste for recycling and did not have 
medical records inside, bosses at the 
Dudley hospital said. It was taken on a 
truck at around 6.45pm on Thursday, 
October 5. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the 
Dudley Group NHS Trust, said it 
would have contained mixed paper 
waste for shredding and recycling, 
such as leaflets, posters and maga¬ 
zines.

£104m is spent on 
fixing the problem 

COUNCILS across the UK spent 
more than £104 million repairing pot¬ 
holes last year, new figures show. 

And local authorities splashed out 
more than £3m compensating drivers 
who had their vehicles damaged as 
a result of hitting one. It comes as a 
survey from confused.com revealed 
that more than one third of drivers 
had their cars damaged by potholes 
last year, with tyres (64 per cent) and 
suspension (42 per cent) the most 
common repairs. The repair bill total 
works out at £245 per pothole. 

It also revealed that if you added up 
the depth of all the potholes in the UK 
it would be 25 miles deep. 

Ex-forces should 
join police, call 

POLICE forces should hire more ex- 
armed forces personnel when they 
retire from the military, a campaigner 
has said. 

Wolverhampton Liberal Democrat 
activist Paul Butters has called on 
West Midlands Police to recruit more 
former soldiers, sailors and airmen. 

Figures show that the force has 379 
officers who were in the services - 
around five per cent of the 7,000 total. 

Mr Butters said: “Ex-military per¬ 
sonnel would make fantastic police of¬ 
ficers, and it shocks me that for all the 
talk of harnessing the talent of forces 
personnel on civvy street we are not 
doing it.” 

0ver-50s prone 
to own a drone 

THE craze for flying gadgets is really 
taking off among ‘silver soarers’. It is 
often assumed that younger people 
tend to be the first to adopt new tech¬ 
nologies, but the majority of drone us¬ 
ers in the UK are aged over 55. 

Research for DronesDirect.co.uk 
found 31 per cent of drone owners are 
in that age group compared to just 10 
per cent aged 18 to 24. Those aged 45 
to 54 are the next most likely to own a 
drone at 28 per cent while just 12 per 
cent of 25-34 year olds own one. 

Only the hologram, 
but Roy to return 

LATE music legend Roy Orbison will 
appear as a hologram for a tour next 
year. The Texan singer/songwriter, 
who died in 1988, is best known for 
songs such as Only The Lonely and In 
Dreams. The hologram of Orbison will 
be backed by the Royal Philharmonic 
Concert Orchestra.

Lorry driver pleads guilty in crash case 


A motorist was so badly injured in a smash involv¬ 
ing his car and two lorries on the M6 in March that 
he has only just been discharged from hospital, a 
judge heard. 

Martin Brannigan was trapped in his vehicle on 
the M6 southbound between junctions 3 and 2, and 
had to be cut free before being taken to hospital. 

Following a police investigation, one of the lorry 
drivers was charged with being responsible for the 
pile-up, which led to the southbound carriageway 
being closed for almost five hours. 


At Warwick Crown Court, Andrew Hallbrook, 
aged 45, of Donnington Court, Dudley, pleaded 
guilty to causing serious injury to Mr Brannigan by 
driving his Daf HGV on the M6 dangerously. 

Asking for the case to be adjourned, prosecutor 
Mr Adam Wester explained: “The prosecution wish 
to serve a comprehensive medical report, together 
with a prognosis.” 

Mr Earl Pinnock, defending, also asked for there 
to be an adjournment for a pre-sentence report to 
be prepared on Hallbrook. 


Adjourning the case. Recorder Stuart Sprawson 
granted Hallbrook bail. But also imposed an in¬ 
terim disqualification. He warned Hallbrook: “You 
have pleaded guilty to an offence which is extremely 
serious, which could result in a prison sentence.” 

Mr Brannigan is believed to have suffered 
life-changing spinal cord damage in the crash.

Man is charged after 
public halt armed raider

Travel giant defies threat of terrorism

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
after an armed robbery at a Dudley con¬ 
venience shop. 

Have-a-go heroes helped foil the raid at Spar, 
in Abbey Road, Lower Gornal after two men 
wielding a machete and baseball bat burst into 
the shop. 

Stephen Ball, aged 31, of Turner Street, Tipton, 
was charged in connection with the raid. 

He is accused of robbery, criminal damage, assault, 
affray and possession of an offensive weapon. 

He appeared before Dudley Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday October 25. 

He was remanded in custody to appear before Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court on November 22. 

During the incident, which took place at 10pm on 
Monday last week, one man jumped over the counter 
to take cigarettes and cash as the second, carrying 
the machete, threatened workers and demanded they 
open a safe. He then fled the shop leaving the man 
with the bat behind the counter. 

Passers-by, spotting the drama, held the shop door 
shut to leave the suspect unable to escape through 
the store. 

Weapons 

When he eventually smashed his way outside, the 
raider tried to break into a woman’s car while she 
was inside. But he failed to snatch the keys and was 
grabbed again by residents until police arrived. 

The second robber had managed to flee in a silver 
Rover car but left behind the cash he seized. Police 
praised the have-a-go heroes while they launched a 
manhunt to find the second robber. 

Detective Constable Cal Sanders, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s CID, said: “The suspect was detained 
as he was smashing the windows of a vehicle parked 
outside the shop in order get the keys and make good 
his escape. 

“This vehicle had a lone woman inside who was 
showered in the glass and she is obviously shaken up 
by the incident. 

“Passers-by intervened and detained the suspect at 
the scene. Without the public’s help, I doubt he would 
have been caught.” 

The second suspect was wearing dark clothing and 
gloves, in his late teens to early-20s, possibly white, 
and of slim build. He was around 5ft 5ins tall. 


BUS and coach operator National Express fended 
off the effects of terrorism to carry more passen¬ 
gers, driving higher revenue and profits across 
the group.

Call for more 
discretion 
over holidays 
in term time 

PARENTS who take their children 
out of school for holidays during term 
time should not face fines every time, 
says the leader of Dudley Council. 

Councillor Patrick Harley called on 
headteachers to use ‘discretion’ where 
possible. 

It comes as it was revealed more 
than 200 parents in the borough were 
hit with fines due to their child’s low 
attendance at school during a 12- 
month period. 

A total of 224 fines were issued dur¬ 
ing the last school year because pu¬ 
pils were not attending school often 
enough. 

Dudley Council took action against 
parents whose children were persis¬ 
tently staying away for school during 
2016/17. 

Parents are warned they could face 
prosecution in the event of ‘persistent 
absence’ which the Government says 
is 10 per cent. 

Court 

Fines of up to £2,500 can be issued 
if parents are taken to court. 

Councillor Harley insisted it was 
unacceptable for children to be kept 
off school for no good reason. How¬ 
ever, he also suggested parents who 
took children out of school during 
term time for holidays might not face 
fines on every occasion. 

“It is the continued policy of Dudley 
borough schools that leave of absence 
for pupils during term time will not 
be authorised except in exceptional 
circumstances. This includes episodes 
of truancy or children simply not at¬ 
tending school. 

“We are passionate about ensur¬ 
ing that all children attend school 
regularly to make sure they get an 
all-round, well-balanced education. 
However, we understand the finan¬ 
cial pressures on parents taking chil¬ 
dren on holiday during half term and 
school holidays. Headteachers do have 
a limited amount of discretion that 
they should use sensibly and when 
appropriate.”

'Pay up'call 
to clubs on 
£5 million 
police bill 

WOLVES, Albion, Villa, and Walsall 
have paid police millions of pounds to 
man their matches, figures show. 

A total of £5,196,527 has been paid 
to West Midlands Police by the re¬ 
gion’s six professional clubs since the 
2013-14 season. But the force says the 
amount covers only part of the total 
matchday costs - and campaigners are 
calling for the clubs to pick up a larger 
slice of the bill. 

Villa have the largest policing bill, 
totalling £1.5m over the past five sea¬ 
sons. Wolves’ costs came to £1,015,995 
but still less than the £l.lm paid by 
Birmingham City, and Albion paid 
£968,235. Walsall’s bill was £265,701 
while Coventry City picked up costs of 
£246,751 over the past five seasons. 

Police can charge clubs for costs 
only inside the stadiums, meaning pa¬ 
trols around nearby streets, railway 
stations and town centres are paid for 
by the force. 

Liberal Democrat campaigner Rob 
Quarmby said: “These clubs are some 
of the richest in Europe, sharing a 
part of a multi-million or even mul¬ 
ti-billion TV rights deal. 

“I believe if you can spend £20 mil¬ 
lion on a player who might sit on your 
[substitutes] bench, you can pay to 
keep fans safe, many of them paying 
hundreds of pounds to follow their 
team,” Mr Quarmby added. 

The figures were released under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Teenage girl badly 
hurt in collision 

A two-car crash in Dudley left three 
teenagers needing treatment - in¬ 
cluding one girl with serious injuries. 

Three ambulances were called to 
Salt wells Road just after 11.45pm on 
Tuesday last week. 

Fire crews from Haden Cross and 
Brierley Hill were in attendance after 
one of the cars was believed to have 
smashed into a parked vehicle and 
overturned. Paramedics worked on a 
teenage girl who was out of the car 
when they arrived. She had suffered a 
reduced level of consciousness. 

She was treated for serious chest, 
pelvic, arm and abdominal injuries, 
immobilised and taken to Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital in Birmingham. An¬ 
other teenage girl and a teenage boy 
were taken to Russells Hall Hospital.

Sandwell Council’s housing boss 
Councillor Kerrie Carmichael said: 
“This is great news. The completion 
of this scheme sees another seven new 
council homes giving people the oppor¬ 
tunity to set down roots.” 

Care team joins 
charity bike ride 

A team of care workers is playing its 
part a 2,000-mile cycle relay challenge 
to raise money for Children in Need. 

Staff from Springfield House care 
home, Codsall, will ride the near 11 
miles from Wolverhampton to Broad¬ 
way Halls care home in Dudley. 

The complete route runs from In¬ 
verness to Bournemouth before cul¬ 
minating in St Brelade on Jersey. It 
is not direct but instead connects care 
homes run by provider Brighterkind. 

Having started earlier this month 
the aim is to finish on November 16, 
with a target to raise £17,500. 

Arson-hit derelict pub 
may be in facelift plan 

A DUDLEY pub which has been dere¬ 
lict for several years may be renovated 
as part of a development masterplan. 

The Metro Bar in Trindle Road 
could be part of a project to regener¬ 
ate the site around Cavendish House. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: 
“Plans show that the pub was part of 
the Cavendish redevelopment area, so 
I hope that once things get moving it 
will form part of that.” It comes after a 
fire on the first floor last month. 


Three vow to fight bid 
for boundary changes 


THREE councillors have launched 
a campaign to block proposed 
boundary changes they say would 
‘rip the heart out’ of a town. 

Under Boundary Commission plans 
unveiled last month, part of Dudley town 
centre and neighbourhoods to its east 
would be placed in a new Sandwell con¬ 
stituency stretching almost 10 miles to 
Birmingham. 

Councillors in St Thomas ward - which in¬ 
cludes Kates Hill, Buffery Park, Oakham and 
Blowers Green - are urging businesses, chari¬ 
ties, community groups and residents to oppose 
the plans. 

Councillors Shaukat Ali, Steve Waltho and 
Shaneila Mughal made their views clear in a 
join statement. 

They said: “We think these proposals are 
terrible for the community we serve and the 
businesses in the town centre we represent. 

Ripped 

“Why should our ward be chucked in with 
seven Sandwell wards in a constituency 
stretching miles and miles to the edge of Bir¬ 
mingham? 

“We represent the heart of Dudley and it 
should not be ripped out like this. 

“We’re asking residents, businesses, char¬ 
ities and community groups to write to the 
Boundary Commission and urge them to think 
again.” 

The landmark St Thomas’s Church would 
be in a different constituency to the ward that 
carries its name. The ward would be included 
with seven Sandwell wards. 

It has been part of Dudley North since its 
formation in 1997. 

The seat is currently held by Labour MP Ian 
Austin, and will be scrapped if the commis¬ 
sion’s plans are signed off by MPs following the 
latest consultation. 

Prior to that it was in the now defunct con¬ 
stituency of Dudley East. 

The Boundary Commission plans are part of 
a Government pledge to reduce the number of 
MPs from 650 to 600.

MP backs kill policy on ISIS Brits 



Ian Austin: ‘The last thing we want is for them to be able to come back 
and attack people in the UK’ 


AN MP has backed the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy of killing British peo¬ 
ple who go to fight with ISIS. 

Dudley MP Ian Austin spoke 
after Government Minister Rory 
Stewart said converts to the terror 
group can expect to be killed given 
the threat they pose to British se¬ 
curity. 

It comes as British Deash re¬ 
cruiter Sally-Anne Jones, dubbed 
the White Widow, was killed in a 
US drone strike earlier this month. 

Mr Austin said on Twitter: “I 
have to say Rory Stewart is right 
about dealing with ISIS terrorists. 


It’s not possible to arrest them in 
Syria.” 

He added: “The last thing we 
want is for them to be able to come 
back and attack people in the UK. 

“There’s no getting away from 
the fact that these people are fas¬ 
cists who have murdered charity 
workers, sexually enslaved young 
women, buried older ones alive and 
thrown gay men off buildings, as 
well as organising attacks to kill 
people of all backgrounds in the UK. 

“I think people in Dudley will 
agree with me that we have to face 
up to this.” 


A COMMUNITY centre that 
served families throughout Dud¬ 
ley has closed suddenly. 

Wren’s Nest Community Centre 
in Summer Road shut its doors last 
month , with decline in use and spon¬ 
sorship cited as the main reasons. 

Councillors say it comes months after 
more than £10,000 was spent on a new 
central heating system. But despite the in¬ 
vestment, which came from the councillors’ 
community forum fund for supporting com¬ 
munities, the centre has now shut. 

The facility, which is believed to have 
been run by a local church, was used by 
community and sports groups, as well as 
elderly people. 

Councillor Ken Finch, who represents 
the Castle and Priory ward, said: “They 
were having problems with central heating, 
and us as ward councillors got them a new 
boiler system. 

Saddened 

“We were told that it would be used 
seven days a week. Then we were informed 
via the committee that they had suddenly 
closed it. It is sad for the estate. We were 
told it was due to lack of people using it and 
sponsors.” 

Councillor Margaret Aston, who regu¬ 
larly used the centre for surgeries, said she 
was saddened by its closure but admitted 
that numbers using it had been declining in 
recent years. She said: “I don’t think there 
were many people going in. 

“When I was first a councillor they used 
to have lots going on, including meals for 
the elderly twice a day. I was hoping it 
would catch on again. It is a shame to see 
it closed but I suppose it is a sign of the 
times.” 

She said she hoped the centre could be 
reopened and said she was disappointed 
to see the building close so soon after the 
investment in the central heating system.

AIRLINE Emirates has started its second daily A380 ser¬ 
vice out of Birmingham to Dubai, less than two years after 
its inaugural A380 flight from the city. 

The introduction of a twice a day A380 service yesterday 
was driven by huge demand from passengers in Birming¬ 
ham to travel on the iconic aircraft. Since the first A380 
service from Dubai to Birmingham launched in March 
2016, nearly 500,000 passengers have flown on the aircraft, 
which can carry 615, between the two cities. 

Emirates started flying to Birmingham in 2000 as a 
daily service to Dubai, operated by a 278-seat Airbus A330. 
Since then, Emirates has carried over 5.2 million passen¬ 
gers between Dubai and Birmingham. 

In its first full year of operations out of the city, Emir¬ 
ates carried just under 70,000 passengers. The growth in 
popularity of the route is clear, with more than 40,000 pas¬ 
sengers carried during a record July alone. 

Laurie Berryman, Emirates vice president, UK, said: 
“Now in its seventeenth year, we have seen a pronounced 
growth in the popularity of our Birmingham service and 
look forward to a bright future with our twice daily A380 
service.”

Austin in Cypriot 
tax evasion claim

The Dudley North MP has written to Stephen Barclay, 
economic secretary to the Treasury, to recommend that Cy¬ 
prus be rated ‘non-compliant’ with EU money-laundering 
rules. Mr Barclay is understood to be looking into the issue. 

Cyprus is under scrutiny for helping Russian investiga¬ 
tors to pursue tax evasion allegations against Bill Browder, 
a hedge fund manager-turned-human rights campaigner. 

The Council of Europe has told member states not to 
help Moscow with its case, launched after Mr Browder’s 
Hermitage fund uncovered a $230 million fraud involving 
Russian officials a decade ago. 

In his letter, Mr Austin also said that Cypriot authori¬ 
ties had failed to conduct proper investigations’ into the 
original fraud. 


Slow progress poses a new 
danger for the Hippodrome 


THE restoration of Dudley 
Hippodrome could be under 
threat after a council leader 
said he believed ‘not much 
progress’ had been made by 
campaigners trying to save 
the landmark former theatre.

Rail project wall is 
to cost £500k more 


A MAJOR project bringing together 
the Midland Metro extension and 
light rail centre development in a 
Black Country town will cost half-a- 
million pounds more than expected. 

A 250-metre concrete retaining 
wall is due to be built next to Tip- 
ton Road in Dudley but will now cost 
£4.33m rather than the initial £3.8m 
estimate following a ‘review’ of con¬ 
struction costs. 

Dudley Council will be applying 
for funding to pay for the scheme. 

Bosses say work on the wall must 
start as soon as possible to avoid the 
project being delayed. 

The barrier is needed to divide the 
Midland Metro and light rail centre, 
two huge developments planned for 
Dudley in the next decade. 

Design fees for the wall have also 
increased from £195,000 to £294,000 
- though it is expected this cost will 
also be met by the West Midlands 
Combined Authority. 

Dudley Council has agreed to 
spend the extra £100,000 before 


knowing if the funding bid will be 
successful. Bosses said they believed 
the risk of not getting the money 
back is ‘deemed to be low’. 

A council report said: “The juxta¬ 
position of the Very Light Rail (VLR) 
and Metro requires the design and 
construction of a 250 metre con¬ 
tiguous reinforced concrete piled 
‘shared retaining wall’ to support 
the delivery of the Metro which 
would be routed across the western 
edge of the proposed Very Light Rail 
site, adjacent to Tipton Road and 
through to Station Drive. 

“This needs to be progressed now 
in order to support delivery of the 
VLR project and facilitate the Metro 
in due course; it is not practicable to 
wait for final approval of the Metro 
before proceeding.” 

Dudley Council leader Patrick 
Harley said: “The construction of 
this retaining wall is critical in de¬ 
livering both the Very Light Rail and 
Metro extension projects.”

£6m primary school 
scheme for Coseley 
now gathering pace 

AMBITIOUS plans to build a new primary and second¬ 
ary school on the former Coseley School site are moving 
a step closer. 

Council bosses have agreed to lease the land to build a 
£6 million primary school, and continue negotiations for 
a secondary phase. 

The new school is earmarked for the Henne Road site 
of the secondary school which closed in August due to 
dwindling pupil numbers, which caused dismay for many 
parents and also saw pupils move to Sedgley. 

Dudley Council is seeking to meet a short¬ 
fall of school places and it does not want to see 
the old school buildings become a target for 
vandals. Shireland Collegiate Academy Trust is to set up 
Coseley Technology Primary, due to open in September 
2018, after being granted a lease from the council. 

Councillor Anne Millward, Dudley’s cabinet member 
for children’s services said: “It will be a wonderful thing. 
It would become the first school in the borough from 
nursery right the way through to secondary.” 

At Dudley Council’s cabinet meeting last Thursday, 
council bosses agreed to lease the school buildings to 
Shireland Collegiate Academy Trust for two years while 
new buildings are erected.

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“Third hit by 
spending cuts 
in daily life 

AUSTERITY from a cutback in Gov¬ 
ernment funding is impacting on the 
daily lives of 34 per cent of people 
across the Midlands, according to a 
survey. 

The survey of 1,071 adults across 
the UK found that nationally 33 per 
cent say they have been directly af¬ 
fected by spending cuts - up from 27 
per cent last year. 

Of those surveyed, 63 per cent said 
that Government spending should 
be increased, even if that means in¬ 
creases to some taxes. 

This has risen from 59 per cent 
when the same survey was carried 
out last year. 

When asked to pick two or three 
areas of public spending that should 
be protected in future from any spend¬ 
ing cuts, 80 per cent chose the NHS, 
49 per cent education and schools and 
32 per cent the police. 

The survey features in The State of 
the State 2017-18, Deloitte’s annual 
report on the pressures on public fi¬ 
nances and the challenges that are 
being faced by public services across 
the country. 

Caroline Hope, public sector part¬ 
ner at Deloitte in the Midlands, said: 
“This data shows people are increas¬ 
ingly seeing the effects of cuts in their 
everyday lives, along with broader 
appetite for higher levels of public 
spending.”

He also pleaded guilty to 
illegally claiming around £500 worth 
of Employment and Support Allow¬ 
ance by not declaring he was working 
between January 2 and February 22, 
2013. The case was adjourned until 
November 15 after the court was told 
he was feeling unwell.

Assaults on 
health staff 

tops 15,000 

in five years

MENTAL health staff in the West Midlands 
have been subjected to violent attacks by 
patients more than 15,000 times over the last 
five years, new figures have revealed. 

And the number of assaults in the region’s mental 
health units has rocketed by 23 per cent since 2012- 
13 leading to calls for tougher security measures to 
protect workers. 

Figures obtained via a Freedom of Information request 
showed that over the period there was a total of 23,363 
attacks across the region’s four mental health trusts - the 
Black Country Partnership, Dudley 
and Walsall Mental Health Partner¬ 
ship, South Staffordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire Healthcare NHS Trust, and 
Birmingham and Solihull Mental 
Health Foundation Trust - equating 
to an average of 13 attacks a day. 

Of those, 15,631 involved patients 
attacking staff, and 7,679 were pa¬ 
tient-on-patient assaults. 

The figures also show that on 54 oc¬ 
casions, staff attacked patients, while 
there were three incidents where staff 
attacked other workers. 

South Staffordshire and Shropshire 
Healthcare NHS Trust saw the largest number of incidents 
with 9,728 attacks. Across the region, there were 4,099 at¬ 
tacks reported in 2012-13 and 5,052 in 2016-17 - an in¬ 
crease of 23 per cent. 

The data was sourced by the Lib Dems, whose West Mid¬ 
lands spokesman Rob Quarmby said: “We should take a 
zero tolerance approach against anyone who attacks any 
of our staff either physically or verbally and we work with 
local police in the management of aggressive and violent 
individuals. The safety of staff and patients is the most 
important thing and we take the issue of hospital security 
very seriously. Staff should be told to report all violent in¬ 
cidents to the police” 

Public service union Unison revealed that in a survey 
of more than 1,000 mental health staff, 42 per cent of re¬ 
spondents said they had been victims of violence over the 
last year. 

Sara Gorton, head of health at Unison, said staff short¬ 
ages meant fewer people were around to deal with rising 
numbers of patients with complex needs. “This is leading 
to an increase in violence and a working environment that 
makes it more difficult to retain staff,” she said. 

The Department of Health said it was ‘completely un¬ 
acceptable’ for NHS staff to face violence or aggression at 
work. A DoH spokesman said £11.6bn had been invested 
last year and it was creating 21,000 new posts by 2021.

£700,000 by fraudulently selling properties owned by the 
company, a court heard.

Barker identified a total of 21 houses to sell in the Midlands - including ones

Barker, of Wake 
Green Park, Moseley, Birmingham, 
undervalued these properties through 
fake valuations and failed to advertise 
the sale to the public.

was suspended for two years. 

A fifth man, 44-year-old Matthew 
Biggin, of Coventry, pleaded guilty to 
the fraud at an earlier hearing and was 
sentenced to 12 months, suspended for 
two years.

Hundreds still 
use mobile 
at the wheel 

MORE than 300 people have been 
caught using their mobile phone 
while driving since new laws were in¬ 
troduced. 

A freedom of information request 
has revealed Staffordshire Police had 
issued 336 fines and penalty point 
endorsements since March, when 
stricter regulations around using mo¬ 
bile phones whilst driving came into 
play. Since March 1, drivers who use 
a hand-held phones have faced receiv¬ 
ing six points on their licence and a 
£200 fine - up from the previous pen¬ 
alty of three points and £100. 

However, the rules continue to be 
ignored across the county, with police 
chiefs stating community speed watch 
groups are now sending information 
to the police informing them of peo¬ 
ple they have seen using their phone 
whilst driving.

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Fury over ordeal of 
'real-life Cinderella’

A CHILDREN’S charity has 
condemned the ‘barbaric’ 
treatment of a young girl - as 
readers vented their fury at 
her ‘horrifying’ ordeal. 

The girl was banished to an out¬ 
house for 12 months in what has 
been described as a ‘real life Cin¬ 
derella’ case. 

She was locked out of her fami¬ 
ly’s Wolverhampton home at night, 
starved of food and forced to wear 
cast-off clothes - while her brother 
and sisters lived a full, normal life. 
The girl’s mother, pregnant with her 
fifth child, along with her stepfather, 
both in their 40s, have each been jailed 
for four years and three months after 
admitting child cruelty. 

But the case has sparked a furious 
reaction, with the couple’s sentence 
attacked as ‘too lenient’. 

Vigilant 

After they were sentenced an 
NSPCC boss described the girl’s treat¬ 
ment as ‘barbaric’ and said the case 

‘served as a warning’ to everyone to 
be vigilant in spotting signs of child 
cruelty. 

Readers questioned whether the 
sentence was tough enough, with 99 
per cent of 3,100 poll respondents say¬ 
ing the couple should have been jailed 
for longer. 

Lorraine Slattery said: “They should 
have got a lot longer. Poor child I hope 
she gets all the help she needs to get 
her life back on track and finds good 
foster parents.” 

Narinder Dhaliwal said: “Disgust¬ 
ing sentence. Poor poor child. On the 
doorstep of us all and horrifying that it 
goes on. How did it go on for four years 
undetected by anyone.” Alison Lewis 
posted: “Can’t believe they only got 


four years for this barbaric treatment 
of this poor girl.” 

Sarah Standley wrote: “Four-year 
sentences? Where is the justice in 
that?” 

The maximum sentence for child 
cruelty according to the Sentencing 
Council is 10 years. For a Category 2 
offence sentences range from two to 
five years. Judge Amjad Nawaz, sitting 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court, sen¬ 
tenced the pair in the Wolverhampton 
case. 

They were given a 10 per cent re¬ 
duction on their sentences for pleading 
guilty before a trial. Sandra McNair, 
NSPCC West Midlands head of ser¬ 
vice, said: “Instead of love and affec¬ 
tion, this vulnerable victim was forced 


to endure barbaric treatment at the 
hands of adults who should have been 
caring and attentive. No child should 
ever have to forage through bins for 
scraps of food or sleep outside in the 
freezing cold. 

“This case serves as a warning to 
everyone that we must all be vigilant 
in spotting the signs of child neglect 
and cruelty. Anyone concerned about a 
child can contact the NSPCC helpline 
on 0808 800 5000. Children can speak 
to a dedicated counsellor at Childline 
free and confidentially on 0800 1111 or 
via childline.org.uk.” 

West Midlands Police said it moved 
swiftly to protect the child and arrest 
the two after officers had been in¬ 
formed of the cruelty.

Working 
through 
lunch can 
cost £33K 

IN the fast paced modern workplace, it 
can be hard to get a moment to catch 
your breath. However, new research 
shows that Brits all over the UK are sacri¬ 
ficing their lunch break to spend a greater 
proportion of their working day chained 
to their workspace. 

It is nothing new that the true value of a proper 
lunch break and the positive impact it can have on 
workers is lost on some employers. However, it seems 
that under the pressure of a never-ending workload 
and in the race to get ahead, more and more Brits are 
themselves choosing to sacrifice lunch altogether. 

Research unveiled today by leading job board total- 
jobs, who surveyed 7,135 workers across the UK, has 
highlighted that over half of Brits (56%) do not take 
their full lunch break. 

While the average lunch break designated to workers 
is 40 minutes, the average time taken each day by the 
average UK employee is only 27. Over the course of 
a career, Brits are losing £33,264 in earnings for the 
work they do during unpaid lunch breaks, amounting 
to 1.6 times the average UK annual salary. 

The research indicates that many workers fail to 
take proper lunch breaks as a result of their mind-set 
and the culture that has been created, as opposed to a 
company policy dictated by senior management. 

Though 65% said they were actively encouraged to 
take a proper lunch break, only 33% of these workers 
said they did. The remaining 32% found themselves 
too busy to take a lunch break and often skipped it 
altogether. However, the research also revealed that 
1 in 5 workers were not aware of legislation around 
lunch breaks. This sug¬ 
gests that many workers 
don’t know their rights 
around taking a break, 
and employers have a 
duty to ensure workers 
are not only encouraged, 
but also informed around 
their lunch break. 

Workload and pressures 
dominate the thoughts of 
workers across the coun¬ 
try, with 68% saying they 
simply had too much work 
to do or last minute unex¬ 
pected tasks dropped on 
them to justify taking a 
full lunch break. 

Shockingly, over a quar¬ 
ter (27%) skip lunch altogether between two and four 
times a week. Though employers legally have to des¬ 
ignate time for lunch and allocated breaks and many 
companies are actively encouraging workers to use it, 
employees still clearly feel they have not earned their 
break due to their volume of work. This will naturally 
cause a knock on effect to the rest of their working day, 
with 37% of women and 26% of men stating they felt 
stressed when they have had to skip lunch. 

There is also a clear difference in industrial percep¬ 
tions of a lunch break. While over half (59%) of those 
in the manufacturing industry were likely to use their 
lunch break in full, only 31% of those in the banking 
used their allotted time for lunch. Nearly a quarter 
(24%) of those in the catering industry always worked 
during their lunch break. Famed for its culture of en¬ 
tertaining and socialising, only 6% of employees in the 
media industry said that they regularly work through 
their lunch break. 

Smokers have long been criticised for taking breaks 
during working hours. One in five (21%) smokers 
stated that they took cigarette breaks daily, with the 
average smoker nipping outside three times a day to 
soothe their craving. Nearly a third (32%) of employees 
said they had an issue with colleagues taking regular 
cigarette breaks, showing the issue is still a bone of 
contention even 10 years after the smoking ban came 
into force. 

However, many employees view their smoking 
breaks as an alternative to the traditional lunch break, 
and as an opportunity to escape their workplace. The 
research revealed one in four UK employees don’t have 
a staff room or canteen. 

Alcohol is also playing an increasing role in the 
lunchtime habits of UK workers. The research found 
that the average UK worker drank six units of alcohol 
per week during their lunch breaks, which was likely 
to be drunk in one sitting. Rather than adopting Con¬ 
tinental habits, the research suggests that the drinkers 
in the UK workforce are keen to spend Friday lunch¬ 
times in the pub to make up for the lunch breaks they 
have missed earlier in the week. 

A shocking 68% of all UK workers said that they 
NEVER meet friends or family for lunch during the 
working week. 




Greg: I'll get to grips with 
adulthood in Man Down

SINCE swapping the classroom 
for the stage over a decade ago, 
former teacher Greg Davies’ 
comedy career has gone from 
strength to strength. Now on a 
path that he loves, he tells Week¬ 
end how taking that leap of faith 
has transformed him into a ‘far 
more bearable human being’. 

Shropshire-born Greg Davies is, en¬ 
tirely by his own admission, an ‘intrin¬ 
sically lazy man’. 

“I’d love to sit back - it’s that thing 
(where) I don’t have a choice,” he cries, in 
reference to his hectic workload. “I’m very 
lucky that I’ve got these things to do, so I do 
them and I love them, but given the choice I 
honestly wouldn’t get off my sofa. 

“I am an absolute nightmare,” he con¬ 
cludes, shaking his head. “Awful!” 

The teacher-turned-stand-up comedian 
has good reason to remain vertical, how¬ 
ever, for this autumn alone he has em¬ 
barked on his biggest ever live tour, You 
Magnificent Beast; returned to his throne 
for a fifth series of the brilliant Taskmaster; 
and is once again starring in his self-penned 
midlife crisis sitcom, Man Down. 

Having enjoyed such success with the 
Channel 4 hit Man Down, he assures me he 
feels ‘more relaxed than I ever have’ await¬ 
ing the fourth series’ reception. 

“Normally I’m just absolutely bricking 
myself, but this time I’m really sure if you 
like Man Down, you’ll like this,” says Greg, 
49. “I could be wrong, but it’s in a similar 
vein and if anything, we’ve pushed the lev¬ 
els of madness. 

“I’m not saying (this one) wasn’t hard 
work,” he quickly adds. “The writing pro¬ 
cess is sickening and stressful and I hate 
it, but I have seen this series back and I’m 
really pleased with it.” 

Desperate 

Having ‘found its groove’, fans can ex¬ 
pect another frenetic dose of disaster as 
child-trapped-in-a-man’s-body Dan (Greg) 
is blinkered by unrealistic hopes for his 
impending fatherhood. He’s quit his much- 
hated job as a teacher and, looking for a 
fresh start, is on an increasingly desperate 
hunt to find a new home for his soon-to-be 
family. 

Add aggressive geese, desperate attempts 
to fit in at Dads’ Club and the pressure of 
a christening to the mix and, as expected, 
there’s little that doesn’t conspire to keep 
this Man Down. 

“I think he’s just everyone’s loser, isn’t 
he?” Greg says. “For me I’ve taken actual 
weak aspects of my own character and put 
them in him - only we don’t give him any of 
the coping strategies.” 


Grinning, he follows: “I am of the be¬ 
lief that we’re all winging it - none of us 
know how to do life, really. Some of us are 
pretending we do, but with Dan it’s fun to 
see someone who is openly winging it and 
hasn’t been given the strategies to even dis¬ 
guise his folly or to learn. 

“But I love that he never learns,” he con¬ 
tinues. “I love that he is so self-involved; 
we’ve taken the ugly aspects of human na¬ 
ture and put them in a bloke, but the re¬ 
deeming thing we give him is he’s relatively 
loyal and he is a trier,” he reasons. “And I 
think people love a trier.” More crucial than 
the relatable characters, even, is the show’s 
ability to have its audience in hysterics. 

“The cloud above everything is, ‘Is it 
funny? Is it going to make people laugh?”’ 
explains Greg, who is the first to admit he 
struggles to keep it together on set. 

“One of the mild frustrations I feel is 
when Man Down is described as ‘slap¬ 
stick’,” he states. “We work hard to sur¬ 
prise people in the show and we don’t want 
people to guess where something is going 
to go. I think that’s when we’re at our best, 
when something happens that no one was 
expecting.” 

Is the ‘torturous’ writing process worth 


it, then? “It’s always worth it. It is, I sup¬ 
pose, my equivalent of having a baby. . .” 
he suggests, laughing wildly, before quickly 
adding: “I don’t want to compare it to hav¬ 
ing a baby. I take that back! 

“But you forget the pain, (and) that’s 
what people I know who’ve had babies say,” 
he elaborates. 

“As soon as we start filming, I forget the 
pain. 

“It’s just putting the ideas together,” he 
muses, confessing he has no system other 
than sitting together in a room with ‘funny’ 
co-writers. “You can have ideas and we’ve 
got characters that we love now and we 
know how they’re going to react to things, 
but it’s getting those ideas to sit together 
that’s the challenge.” 

‘Birthing’ a sitcom is, however, under¬ 
standably a far cry from Greg’s teaching 
days: a stretch that has inspired much of 
his comedy since he left the profession over 
a decade ago. 

“I’d always wanted to do comedy, so 
teaching -although I had great times doing 
it - was always a bit of an avoidance strat¬ 
egy, if I’m honest,” confides the star, who 
famously played psychotic head of sixth 
form Mr Gilbert in The Inbetweeners. 


“I got to the stage where I was so mis¬ 
erable, that it wasn’t fair for me to carry 
on,” he confesses. “So (giving comedy a go) 
was necessity - but it often is with me. I’m 
often driven by necessity, rather than actu¬ 
ally doing things like an adult. 

“I’m very like Dan in that regard - in that 
it takes me to be forced into a corner, before 
I do something. And I felt I had no choice 
but to try comedy.” A refreshing example 
of a talent who is as funny off stage as on it, 
Greg - who was born in Wales but grew up 
in Shropshire - made a clever move. 

Aside from an impressive roster of TV 
gigs (including anything from panel shows 
such as Mock The Week and Never Mind 
The Buzzcocks to his Bafta-nominated 
performance in BBC Three’s Cuckoo), the 
6ft 8in comic is selling out stand-up shows 
country-wide. 

He’s currently on the road for the afore¬ 
mentioned You Magnificent Beast - and he 
couldn’t be happier. 

“I love it and I don’t understand why I 
ever hear a comedian complain about it,” 
Greg says of touring. “It’s a mystery to me. 
It’s wonderful. 

“It appeals to my personality, stand-up, 
because it’s instant gratification.” 
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Simple steps homeowners can 
take now to protect their assets 

Head of April King Legal Paul King explains why some homeowners 
are doing too little, too late to protect their hard-earned assets. 



l. Care Cost Fees 

A lot of people are still 
unaware that if they need care 
in later life, their assets will 
be means-tested by the local 
authority to help pay for these 
services. This goes back to the 
Community Care Act 1990 , 
which came into force in 1993 . 

If someone requires social care 
in later life, the local authority 
will look to use the assets of a 
person until they get down to 
a lower limit of £ 14 , 250 , when 
the local authority will take 
over the fees. 

Paul knows this all too 
well, after experiencing 
this personally. “My own 
grandmother sadly passed 
away recently at the age of 
92 . My grandfather had died 
many years earlier and left 
everything to her. 

When she needed care in the 
last six years of her life, because 
my grandfather had left 
everything to her, the house and 
all the estate were counted in 
the local authority’s means test. 

Our clients tell us, 

‘We've worked hard all 
our lives, why should 
the local authority get 
it all?' 

Just as she died, she had gone 
down to that lower limit of 
£ 14,250 - and that’s all that her 
children inherited.” 

There are many myths about 
the steps people can take to 
protect their assets from being 
used like this. The main one 
is that a parent should simply 
sign their house over to the 
children now, so it won’t be 
taken into consideration for 
means testing. That’s just 
not true. 

Local authorities will 
actually look to see if you’ve 
‘deliberately deprived’ yourself 
of an asset by giving property 
away, going back over any 
period in time. 

Sometimes people think if the 
gift is made seven years prior 
then the house is safe. 


Paul King, Head of April King Legal 

This is not so as the seven- 
year rule only applies to 
Inheritance Tax and not local 
authority care. 

The solution is for couples to 
simply not leave everything to 
each other in the first place. 

Paul continues: “What my 
grandfather could have done 
is leave his half of the house 
in trust to his children, stating 
that they couldn’t have it while 
his wife, my grandmother, 
was still alive. We call these 
Property Trust Wills. 

If my grandfather had left 
his half of the house in trust 
to the children then when my 
grandmother subsequently 
received care in her later life 
she would have only been 
means tested on her own half of 
the house, but my grandfather’s 
half would have been safe. 

Why should he have to 
contribute his half 
when he didn't receive 
any care? 

The important factor is that 
couples need to act in advance. 
Once one party dies or loses 
mental capacity, through a 
stroke for example, they are no 
longer in a position to do this 
legitimate and straightforward 
type of planning. 

It is therefore important for 
couples to act now even if they 
may not foresee care fees being 
an issue.” 

Paul goes on to explain a 
further important point. Most 
clients he sees are surprised to 
learn that remarriage usually 
cancels a will and makes the 
new spouse next in line to 
inherit, ahead of their 
own children! 

Protecting your half of the 
house in this way, he suggests, 
ensures that your children 
ultimately inherit when the 
survivor dies. 

“Had my grandmother 
remarried after the death of my 
grandfather the whole estate 
could have passed sideways out 
of the family, ” says Paul. 


It’s another important reason 
for home-owning couples 
to upgrade to a Property 
Trust Will. 

2. Bloodline Trust Wills 

The majority of April King’s 
clients have already made 
standard “mirror wills” with 
other firms before approaching 
the firm. A mirror will is when 
a couple leave everything to 
each other on the first death, 
then to the children when 
the second partner dies. But 
modern family life means these 
type of wills leave a lot 
to chance. 

Explains Paul: “If I have a 
mirror will leaving everything 
to my wife and she remarries 
or goes into care after my death 
then either the new husband 
or the local authority are likely 
to inherit most, if not all, of my 
estate ahead of my children. 

Even if my children are 
named in my mirror will 
it is by no means certain 
that they will inherit 
anything. 

Once again, this is because a 
remarriage would cancel the 
will my wife had previously 
made with me and make the 
new husband next-of-kin. This 
often comes as a big shock to 
my clients who had perhaps 
thought that all was in order 
and that the family bloodline 
would one day inherit. 

The same is true for thinking 
that their children and/or 
grandchildren will one day 
benefit under a mirror will. If 
any of your children should 
die leaving everything to their 
husband or wife and that 
son-in-law or daughter-in-law 
should then remarry, then your 
grandchildren would be the 
ones to lose out under the line 
of inheritance. 

Worse still, someone 
else's grandchildren 
would be in line to 
receive the benefit of all 
your years of hard work! 

I’ve experienced this in my own 
family and I’m sure most people 
have had similar experiences 
or heard of someone who 
has. Bloodline trusts will give 
greater protection to your 
children. ” 

Paul continues: “These things 
can be avoided by having a 
bloodline trusts will. Under 
these types of wills your 
children have complete control 


and access to the inheritance 
they receive from you but give 
added protection from the 
twists and turns of modern 
family life. The wording in these 
wills states that any money left 
over on their demise must pass 
to any children born of them - 
your grandchildren. ” 

3. Lasting Power of 
Attorney 

Paul explains how people often 
get confused thinking that, 
because they have made a will, 
their executors can also deal 
with assets if there is illness, 
stroke or some other form of 
incapacity while they are still 
alive. 

“Everyone should actually have 
two documents - a will that 
deals with their estate on death, 
and a lasting power of attorney 
that deals with their estate 
during their lifetime,”he says. 
The lasting power of attorney 
is a relatively new introduction 
and is divided into two parts 
- one deals with finance, 
the other deals with health 
and welfare. In many ways 
it’s similar to a passport; a 
document that’s registered 
now and one which can be 
physically handed to the 
attorneys should the need 
arise. It allows the attorneys, 
perhaps the children, to deal 
with banks and pension 
companies etc should their 
parent become incapacitated, 
but also to deal with matters 
such as where the parent 
should be living and how they 
receive care. Your attorneys, 
again perhaps your children, 
must legally act in your best 
interests at all times. You can 
choose a number of attorneys 
to act, either jointly or 
independently, and April King 
advises on the various options 
available. 


Couples are often 
surprised to discover 
that even joint bank 
accounts can be frozen 
until the bank sees sight 
of a lasting power of 
attorney document 

Having a lasting power of 
attorney removes the burden 
on children should ill-health 
happen further down the line. 

It helps a family deal with bank 
accounts and so on during a 
parent’s lifetime and ceases 
on death. Crucially, you have 
to complete a lasting power of 
attorney while they are still in 
good mental health. 

If someone becomes ill through 
say, a stroke or dementia, this 
option is lost and the family 
would have to apply for a order 
from the Court of Protection 
- a drawn out and expensive 
process. It is therefore a good 
idea for clients to plan ahead 
and remove any future burden 
from the family. 

Once again, all adults should 
be thinking of this, particularly 
where there are children or 
a business involved. It’s not 
just something to think about 
when you get older, that’s the 
challenge for us. 

People think ‘I'm not ill, 
why do I need to make a 
power of attorney?' 

But they’re missing the point. 
This is a document that has to 
be done in advance. Paul adds: 
“The next part is to appoint the 
attorneys, your children. Don’t 
forget, your children can be 
the executors of your will and 
attorneys as well. The lasting 
power of attorney remains 
in place until you die unless 
you want to cancel it. Once it’s 
registered, you don’t have to 
worry if you then develop some 
debilitating illness. A burden has 
been removed from the family at 
an already difficult time.”

The great escape of a fugitive king 


WE don’t think of the English as 
particularly rebellious or revolu¬ 
tionary but we killed our king and 
declared a republic long before the 
French. 

It’s just that we changed our minds 
after a decade of po-faced Puritans and 
dictator Oliver Cromwell. 

King Charles I lost his head in 1649 and 
his eldest son would have followed him to 
the block two years later if it wasn’t for some 


brave and resourceful West Midlands folk. 
Historian and aristocrat Charles Spencer (the 
Earl, brother of Princess Diana) looks at the 
young Charles II’s desperate escape after the 
bloody battle of Worcester finally ended the 
Civil Wars in Parliament’s favour. 

Catholic 

This saw the king and small band of sup¬ 
porters roving across our region, depending 
on local Catholic families to hide him from the 
Roundhead search parties. 

This included the famous day spent hid¬ 


ing in an oak tree at Boscobel House (hence 
all those pubs called the Royal Oak) and 
crammed into a hiding hole at Moseley Old 
Hall, near Wolverhampton. 

In what was becoming the Black Country, 
with the dawn of the Industrial Revolution, 
Charles Stuart and his Royalist officers face 
a night time ride through Stourbridge, where 
Roundhead troops are based, speaking French 
so the locals think them immigrant Huguenot 
glassmakers, as the French Protestant crafts¬ 
men are common in the town. 

The future ‘Merry Monarch’ also has banter 


with a Rowley Regis blacksmith who tells the 
disguised monarch what a rogue the king is. 
Luckily for him the king sees the funny side. 

Spencer’s book zips along with the speed of 
a thriller as it reveals a fascinating episode of 
British history which largely took place on our 
doorsteps. 

Kinver, Pattingham, Madeley and Newport 
also get a mention, as does Wolverhampton 
where the king’s sympathisers learn about 
Parliament’s search for the king. They placed 
a bounty of £1,000 on his head, in those days 
a fortune, the equivalent to a lifetime’s wages. 


Charles emerges as a complex character, a 
highly self-entitled young man and a woman¬ 
iser, sometimes self-pitying and sometimes 
heroic with a sense of humour and apparently 
a good mimic of the Midlands accent. The real 
heroes are the Whitgreave, Giffard and Pen- 
derel families, and other Catholics, who risked 
their lives to save the king, paving the way for 
his return to the throne a decade later.

P am Ayres has been a writer, 
broadcaster, and entertainer 
for more than 40 years. She 
is one of the few authors 
who has had books in the 
Sunday Times bestseller 
charts in almost every decade since 
the 1970s. She is the author of several 
best-selling poetry collections, 
including The Works, With These 
Hands, Surgically Enhanced and You 
Made Me Late Again!. 

And many of her poems are in school textbooks around 
the world including the UK, USA, China, Australia, New 
Zealand, Holland, South Africa, Ireland and Singapore. 

In 2016, once again, the most borrowed poetry book 
in UK Libraries was Pam’s most recent book, You Made 
Me Late Again. And this year she’s back on the road with 
a new tour that reaches Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre 
on Saturday. 

Pam is one of the most popular female comedians 
performing in UK theatres. Her autobiography, The 
Necessary Aptitude, was the UK’s bestselling female 
autobiography of 2011, and her 2013 book of poetry, You 
Made Me Late Again, went straight into the Sunday Times 
bestseller lists. 


ROYAL 

She has appeared three times for HM The Queen - at 
the Silver Jubilee Royal Variety Performance in 1977, 
at a Royal Gala Charity Reception at St James Palace 
in 1996, when Pam, as the only entertainer, performed 
part of her solo stage show, and finally at Sandringham 
Women’s Institute in 2004, when the Queen attended in 
her capacity as President of the Sandringham Wl. 

Subsequently, she was honoured to be awarded the 
MBE in Queen’s Birthday Honours of 2004. 

She is presently performing in more than 30 theatre 
and festival shows and is delighted to be back. 

“I hope it will be fun. I’m on stage for two hours and I’ll 
be using poems and stories and anecdotes and jokes. 

You have to vary it as much as you possibly can. I’ll use 
old and new poems - things like I Wish I’d Looked After 
My Teeth. 

“I’ll use sad pieces too. We moved house after 28 
years, which just about broke my heart, and I realise 
that’s a commonly-shared feeling. There’s also a piece 
about when children go to uni and the great gulf that 
leaves in your life. 

“It’s new and old. I always try and move it on all the 
time. I don’t go round doing the same thing. I keep a very 
careful record of what I’ve said in a particular theatre. I 
try to write new material all the time and I’ve had a good 
writing period last winter.” 

There’s no surefire way to write a brilliant new poem. 
Pam has to wait until the muse strikes and surf those 
creative ways. 

“The process is waiting and praying for a good idea. 
That’s the crux of it. It’s to get a good idea that will strike 
a chord with lots of other people. Those things aren’t that 
easy to find. 

“I’ve been writing about long distance flying recently, 
that’s come together quite well. It’s looking for a good 
idea, then I work on it in the mornings. I go in each 
morning and work on the ideas I’ve got. I try to approach 
the subject from all sorts of different angles. 

“A lot of my time is spent groping for good ideas. When 
I find one, I’m delighted. I try and do something good with 
it. You have to find something people will identify with.” 

Pam’s a predominantly older audience but social media 
has allowed her to connect with a new generation. She 
is on Twitter and is constantly surprised about the new 
young people who come along. 

“I do little political tweets and a bit of sniping from 
the sidelines, that’s brought in quite an interesting new 
audience.

“It’s not a show aimed at the old. I get three 
generations.” 

She is proud that performance poetry is now 
mainstream and feels a sense of kinship with new stars. 

“I look now at the number of performance poets 
that there are and I do feel that it’s partly down to me. 
Because I don’t know of anybody except Cyril Fletcher 
who was doing his odd odes, sitting in an armchair and 
doing a bit of verse, who opened up the doors to it. 

FLATTERING 

“There was no-one going around with funny poems, 
using those as the main thrust of the evening. Phill 
Jupitus said to me ‘you are the reason I’m a performance 
poet’. I didn’t set out to be a performance poet. I wrote 
those things and If I’d been musical I’d have made them 
into funny songs. But I couldn’t do that and everybody 
fell about laughing when I spoke them and that was good 
enough. I do feel a lot of people came after me, which is 
flattering.” 

Touring is bliss and she finds herself playing in 
Gibraltar, Althorp and Dubai, among other places. “You 
finish in all these amazing spots that you’d never in 100 
years go to unless you did it for a living. 

“I don’t like the travel because the roads are busier but 
I love talking to an audience is great. I’m not as scared as 
I was at the beginning. If you are successful on a talent 
show these days you are thrown to enormous audiences 
before you’re ready. Well, I’m not new but I still love it.”

T he Pride of Britain Awards 
remind us of the courage 
which still exists in every 
corner of the land said Prince 
Charles - and with that simple 
statement, he sums up the purpose 
of this annual event. 

The ceremony started life in 1999 
with the express intention to 
celebrate acts of bravery and 
selflessness from people whose 
actions would otherwise go unsung; 
these are ordinary folk with 
extraordinary stories. 

Unfortunately, we’re living in 
troubled times, which means that 
more such acts seem to have 
occurred this year than ever before - 
no doubt those sitting on the panel 
that decides who receives the 
trophies in each category have faced 
a tough time trying to work it all out. 

But what each winner and 
nominee has in common is the fact 
that they did what they did while 
expecting nothing for it in return. In 
fact, they would probably claim they 
simply carried out a deed that 
anybody else would have done had 
they been in the same position. 


Those receiving nominations have 
had their names put forward by 
members of the public, with the likes 
of former winner Katie Piper, Good 
Morning hosts Susannah Reid and 
Ben Shephard, and Cressida Dick, 
the Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner, sitting on a panel to 
decide who wins what - and there 
won’t be a dry eye anywhere as the 
results are made public. 

As for the famous faces taking 
part, well, there will be lots of them 
keen to show their appreciation. 

We don’t see that much of Carol 
Vorderman on the box these days, 
but she’s hosted every Pride of 
Britain ceremony to date and she 
will be taking charge of this one too, 
which takes place at London’s 
Grosvenor House. 

Others set to participate include 
David Beckham, Simon Cowell, 
Michael Caine, Rod Stewart, Lenny 
Henry and Liam Payne, while 
politics will be represented by Prime 
Minister Theresa May and Labour 
leader Jeremy Corbyn; scientist 
extraordinaire Stephen Hawking is 
also expected to feature. 


“I’m always delighted to take part 
in the Pride of Britain Awards,” says 
Beckham. “The winners are always 
amazing, particularly the children. I 
think the bravery and courage they 
show is an example to us all.” 

“I have been to some awards in 
my time, but never to an awards like 
this,” adds Caine. “It is the most 
extraordinary thing.” 

“There’s too much celebrity 
culture in this country,” claims 
Henry. “Pride of Britain is great 
because it celebrates people who 
aren’t part of that world.” 

Among those to look out for are 
the members of the emergency 
services and NHS who assisted 
those affected by the terror attacks 
in Manchester and London, as well 
as the Grenfell Tower disaster. 

Other winners include a quick¬ 
thinking four-year-old who saved 
her mum’s life and a hairdresser 
whose story has inspired domestic 
violence victims to fight back.

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A pub welcome with open Arms 


FANCY a trip out to the countryside for some 
wholesome pub grub, great service and 
family-friendly atmosphere? If the answer is 
yes, you really ought to try out the Hinksford 
Arms. 

The huge beer garden, vast selection of drinks and 
reasonably-priced menu should be enough to entice 
a family out to the greener side of Kingswinford. And 
when your lOoz rib eye steak is cooked to perfection 
too, it really does tick all the boxes. 

Although we live around five miles from the pub, we 
hadn’t realised it was there until a colleague mentioned 
it was definitely somewhere to try out. 

We certainly thanked her for the recommendation 
because our visit to the venue in Swindon Road really 
was a lovely way to spend a Saturday evening in the 
autumn sunshine. 


MUSIC 

Sitting outside enjoying what I suppose you’d call 
an Indian Summer, our daughter, Annabelle, aged 
three, was able to blow off some steam on the wooden 
climbing frame, which sits in the middle of a huge, 
grassy beer garden. 

One word of warning, if you’re planning on eating 
later than 6pm when live music is on, it’s probably 
best to check when food is being served until as they 
sometimes close that room early. 

Once inside we were handed the menus by a friendly 
waitress, who really went out of her way to cater for us, 
ordered another drink and had a look at what to order. 

It was the classic pub menu so we knew exactly what to 
expect really, which is sometimes really refreshing. 

For starters my wife Kelly went for the stuffed flat 
mushrooms, which came with either bacon and Stilton 
or tomato and brie - she went for the first option - and

I choose pate of the day, which was served with rustic 
bread. There was certainly plenty to share between two 
adults and a small child 

When it came to the mains, unfortunately the salmon 
was off the menu, which Kelly had her heart set on, but 
she was still happy to try the pork medallion stack with 
black pudding, which came served in a wholegrain 
apple sauce with mashed potato and seasonal 
vegetables. 

That, in turn, stumped me a little because I had 
my heart set on that but thought it would be worth 


trying two different meals at the very least, so played 
it safe and went for the rib eye steak.The fresh, home- 
cooked food is served all day every day, whether it’s a 
quick lunch or a family meal, but all the pub classics, 
sandwiches, ciabatta and food from the grill is all 
cooked to order, which keeps it nice and fresh. 

The main reason my eye was drawn to the steak was 
probably because on our actual anniversary a few days 
before while living it up in Rhyl, I had ordered a one and 
it had been served completely over-cooked and the 
meat was also tough. 


I ordered the steak medium rare and it was served 
perfectly. Kelly was delighted with her main too, with 
the pork also tender, the black pudding tasty and a little 
spicy, the mash smooth and creamy, and the wholegrain 
apple sauce rich and tangy. 

Annabelle went for her usual option, tubes of pasta 
covered in a nice, tangy tomato sauce, served with two 
warm pieces of garlic bread. She enjoyed every bit and 
still had room for a children’s strawberry ice cream, 
which we all ended up sharing as we were pretty full by 
then.

Kia's Stonic fills its little SUV role with style 



The Stonic is a car that gives buyers the chance to personalise their vehicle in several ways

Nobody needs a watch the size of a coffee 
cup’s saucer or a handbag you’d have 
trouble checking in as Ryanair cabin 
baggage, but lots of people want both of 
them - although probably not the same 
people. 

And nobody really needs a smallish car that 
looks as though it could wade streams and 
shrug off life in the depth of a forest, even if it 
would drown with the first challenge and pine 
for its mummy on the other. 

No, people want a small SUV because 
they think it looks good. Not for them the dull 
practicality of a mere hatchback; not when they 
want to be seen as adventurous types who 
stand out from the crowd. 

And just at the moment the world can’t make 
enough small SUVs. Sales in Europe alone are 
expected to double to more than two million 
annually in the four years leading to 2020. And 
these are cars with buyers driven by desire, not 
bargain hunters desperate for a discount. 

Sibling 

It means they’ll happily pay a premium for 
the car of their dreams. And that makes the car 
manufacturers anxious to provide them with 
something to buy... 

Enter the Kia Stonic, the South Korean car 
maker’s first entry to the small SUV segment 
and a new baby sibling to the firm’s biggest 
seller by far in the UK, the Sportage. The name 
is a mix of ‘speedy’ and ‘tonic’, if you were 
wondering. 

Based on the new Rio small hatchback and 
built alongside it in Korea, the Stonic is offered 
in a smaller number of versions and aimed 
at buyers with a bit more to spend - there’s 
a premium of around £2,000 if you choose 
Stonic over Rio. 

For the extra cash you’ll have a car that 
is a bit longer and wider than the Rio (now 
4,140mm and 1,760mm respectively) but, 
crucially, 70mm taller and with a bit more 
ground clearance thrown in too. It means a 
car that fills its little-SUV role with style, even if 
there is no 4x4 version because hardly anyone 
would buy it. 

Instead, there’s a car that gives a buyer the 
chance to personalise their purchase with 
two-tone paint, picking out roof, door mirror 
casings and spoiler in contrasting colours, and 
choice of a pair of trim levels. 


You will also find a dashboard that borrows 
heavily from the Rio, so it’s crisply finished, 
logically set out and very easy to read but a 
bit dull and black. The top version is lightened 
a little by splashes of add-on colour, but the 
interior remains more practical (and reasonably 
roomy front and rear and in the boot) than 
inspiring. 

Kicking off the Stonic range is the £16,295 
car in ‘2’ grade with a 1.4 litre 98bhp petrol 
engine. It will reach 107mph, hit 62mph in 12.2 
seconds and travel 51.4 miles on a gallon in the 
official test, while putting out 125g/km of C02 
in the process. It is expected to be a modest 
seller, despite a kit count that includes 17ins 
alloy wheels, air conditioning, all-round electric 
windows, Bluetooth with voice recognition, 


rear parking sensors and a six-speaker sound 
system with steering wheel mounted controls. 

The First Edition Stonics, from £19,695, add 
two-tone paint with a contrasting roof, smart 
key entry, auto air con, heated front seats and 
steering wheel and splashes of chrome on 
window trim and door handles. 

Next engine up is a three-cylinder 
turbocharged petrol unit with 118bhp and a 
115mph top speed and 9.9 seconds to 62mph 
time, backed up with 56.5mpg and 115g/km in 
the official tests. It costs £16,995 and the £700 
premium over the entry-level car makes it look 
the bargain of the bunch. 

Out on a varied test route it delighted with 
sharp steering and a well controlled ride once 
out of town, where it turns a bit too firm, to 


produce a car that made you want to keep on 
driving, enjoying a snick-snick gear change 
along the way. A dash readout of 45.2mpg 
cemented the impression of a car that punches 
above its weight. 

For another £800 you can move to a 1.6 litre 
108bhp diesel, offering 112mph/10.9 seconds 
and 67.3mpg and 109g/km. Driving the same 
test route saw 53.9mpg at journey’s end - an 
expected economy boost from the diesel 
power unit but in a car that felt heavier and 
much less inclined to enjoy itself. 

In either car you can tell the Stonic (designed 
mostly in Europe) was also honed on roads in 
the same part of the world and for drivers who 
value driving enjoyment a bit more highly than 
soggy-springed comfort. And quite right too.

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Kodiaq

The Kodiaq SUV has the task of breaking 
new ground in the ever-expanding, highly 
competitive SUV market as Skoda’s first 
ever seven-seater. And it is well up to the 
challenge. 

As we have come to expect from Skoda, it 
covers pretty well all bases when it comes 
to choice - five engines (three petrol; two 
diesel), five trims, 2WD, 4WD, manual or 
DSG automatic transmissions and five or 
seven seats. Those two additional seats are 
standard in SE L trim and above and can be 
folded down into the floor when not in use. 

The long wheelbase and short overhangs 
of the Kodiaq allow for a reasonable amount 
of interior space and, although the middle 
row of seats can slide and fold, there is a high 
transmission tunnel which means piggy-in- 
the-middle will have to share foot space with 
those on either side. 

In addition, the rear two seats are really only 
suitable for smaller members of the family, or 
for the school-run. 

For a size comparison in the Skoda range, 
the Kodiaq is slightly longer than the Octavia, 
while in the SUV segment as a whole, it sits 
between the Hyundai Santa Fe and the Kia 
Sorento. 

The most economical of the engines tested 
was the robust 150ps 2.0litre diesel linked to 
the seven-speed DSG transmission which 
clocked an official average of 56.5mpg. 
Average economy of the smaller 1.4litre 150ps 
petrol unit was a touch under 40mpg and 
offers a nimble, composed and enjoyable 
drive. Well matched to the six-speed DSG, it 
tackled the steepest of inclines with ease. 


Choice will come down to usage. For those 
who put in the miles and expect the Kodiaq to 
earn its keep, clearly the diesel will tick all the 
boxes. 

For school runs and city centre commutes, 
the petrol will more than suffice. 

Options well worth considering include the 
Drive Mode Select which allows the driver to 


adjust the engine management, gearing ratio 
and power steering input to suit varying road 
conditions. 

Ultra-modern connectivity, while not on 
everyone’s list, has been given a high priority 
in the Kodiaq, with the inclusion of the Skoda 
Connect online service which integrates 
all the traffic flow, Google Earth, fuel stops, 


parking info and the like, as well as an 
automatic emergency call in the event of an 
accident. In addition, a very useful app alerts 
the owner to any unauthorised movement of 
the car. 

Fun stuff to look for as you check out the 
trim levels include umbrellas in the door 
panels, ice scraper on the fuel cap, foot- 


activated power tailgate and rechargeable 
torch. 

The Kodiaq range has a starting price 
of £22,190 for the S trim, five-seat, 1.4 litre 
125ps manual petrol rising to £36,135 for the 
top spec seven-seat Edition, powered by 
the 2.0 litre 190ps diesel, 4x4 with the DSG 
transmission.

How about this for a Suzuki car sales pitch: “We don’t 
put any effort into selling them”. 

As a bald statement it might drive the car maker’s 
marketing department into a frenzy until you hear the 
rest of the statement from the mouth of a senior Suzuki 
person: “We always sell 1,000 of them every year 
because there’s nothing else like it.” 

When you learn this steady - and apparently easy - 
seller is Suzuki’s tiny but off-road focused Jimny you may 
begin to understand why there’s little reason to push the 
car into the salesroom spotlight. For the Jimmy is clearly 
not a car for everyone. Not for most people, to be honest, 
but for that loyal band of Jimny believers nothing else will 
do. No wonder most of them keep their cars for seven or 
eight years - before swapping for a new one. 

This is the sort of loyalty a car maker can normally only 
dream about, although they’d be happier if the cars were 
chopped in for new ones a bit sooner, of course. 

And there really is nothing like a Jimny to meet a very 
specific set of requirements. Put simply, a Jimny must 
drive pretty much like a road-focused car yet cheerily 
scamper off road at its master or mistress’s command. 

Crucially, too, it must not cost too much to buy or 
run. How about £12,999 for starters, which buys a car 



The car skips over ruts and wades through streams 

with pukka four-wheel drive capability, right down to 
a low ratio gearbox that lets this light and modestly 
dimensioned machine skip over ruts and wade through 
streams with the near certain knowledge it will emerge 
like an eager spaniel; shrugging off the mud and eager 
for the next challenge. 

The Jimny is but part of a Suzuki range that takes in five 
models with differing degrees of off-road competence, 
all bearing Allgrip badges on the back but coming with 
three levels of expertise in the wild. 

At the top of the Allgrip tree sits the Jimmy with its ‘Pro’ 
rating, taking in the already mentioned low ratio gears 
and adding a locking differential - the sort of kit that 
singles out the truly committed mud plugger. 

One down in the Allgrip hierarchy comes ‘Select’, 
which lets the driver put the car (selected Vitara and 
S-Cross models) into mud or snow settings via rotary 
controller between the front seats and turn them into the 
sort of vehicle that will tackle a slippery hill (up or down) 
without panicking driver and passengers. 

Around one in three Vitara and S Cross buyers take 
their car with the Allgrip option, a figure that drops to 
fewer than one in ten when we move down the range to 
Ignis and Swift models, which come with Allgrip ‘Auto’. 

This demands no extra actions from the driver but 
will push drive from front to rear wheels if it detects 
slipping from the front. You’d never know anything was 
happening, but you’d be glad on a snowy school run. 

But back to the Jimny. Slipping into the driver’s seat is 
almost like entering a time warp, when cars were simpler 
and smaller. There is a pared down feel to the dashboard 
and not a hint of executive style plushness. Rather, it is 
solid and simple and feels like it would last forever. 

You quickly get used to the lack of width, discovering 
that there really is enough space between you and your 
passenger on one side and the door on the other. This 
intimacy pays off in spades when the rock strewn track 
ahead narrows to a couple of donkeys’ width. 

Keeping front and rear wheels close to one another 
makes the Jimny delightfully maneuverable. 

As well as with its size the Jimny shows its age with a 
1.3 litre petrol engine that puts out enough C02 to earn 
it a stiff £500 tax slap on first registration and provides 
modest performance on the smooth stuff. A top speed 
of 87mph and 0-62mph time of 14.1 seconds put it firmly 
in the slow lane - which simply doesn’t matter for all the 
Jimny owners who love their cars. They’re also unlikely to 
be bother by an official fuel consumption of 39.8mpg. 

Every Jimny has DAB radio, heated door mirrors and 
front electric windows. The higher spec SZ4 (£14,299 or 
£15,299 with auto transmission) adds air con, leather and 
cloth front seats, alloy wheels and tinted glass in the rear.

FORMER Walsall striker Troy Deeney has been told by Stoke City boss 
Mark Hughes he “should know better” after sparking a late melee in Wat¬ 
ford’s 1-0 home Premier League defeat. 

In stoppage-time Stoke put the ball out of play after a player went down 
injured, but rather than pass the ball back the Hornets captain appeared 
to attempt a cross into the visitors’ penalty area. 

Joe Allen reacted angrily but found himself being grabbed by the face by 
the burly Hornets striker as players from both sides squared up. Deeney 
and Allen were booked, but Stoke boss Hughes was less than impressed by 
Deeney’s conduct. 

“I thought it was a bit unnecessary,” he said. “Clearly we kicked the 
ball out and the right thing to do in the spirit of the game is throw it back. 

“Deeney, the captain of the club, should know better but he shaped to 
play it into our box and that’s why Joe reacted. I’ve seen pictures of raised 
hands and thumbnails in faces which is totally unnecessary.” 


ENGLAND all-rounder Chris Woakes has vowed to help fill the void left by 
Ben Stokes on the Ashes tour. Stokes has not flown out with the rest of the 
squad to Australia, having been suspended following an incident outside a 
Bristol nightclub in September.

Great Barr-born Woakes said: “Losing Ben as an all-rounder means my¬ 
self, Moeen and I suppose even Jonny have more of a chance to prove our 
worth. I take my batting as seriously as possible. I know I have been batting 
at nine in recent Test matches but whenever I have played for Warwick¬ 
shire I have obviously batted a lot higher than that.”
